Tos The Mayor, Aldermen and Councillors of 
the Borough of Southwold. 


Your Worship, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my Annual Report on the 
Health of the Borough for the year 1956. 


As will be seen from the tables of statistics which 
follow, little change from the normal pattern has occurred. The 
higher figure for the birthrate, in reality represents only a 
very small increase indeed, due to the small numbers under con- 
sideration. It is gratifying to be able to record, however, that 
the death rate is considerably below the national average. The 
causes of death remain substantially the same as hithertofore,. 


It is with pleasure that I welcome a new colleague, 
Mr. G.Oakes taking up duty as Public Health Inspector in August 
last, consequent upon the resignation of Mr. C.R.Driver who was 
appointed to a post in Westbury U.D.C. I know that the Committee 
will join me in wishing Mr. Oakes an interesting and enjoyable 
term of office in this Borough. 


This change of officer has of necessity interrupted 
some of the projects planned for the year, but I know that once 
Mr. Oakes has established himself in his post, we can carry on 
energetically with the various heaith matters requiring action. 
I have in mind particularly some of the work resulting from the 
Housing Survey carried out during 1955. 


The additional sanitary arrangements at the Caravan and 
Camping Site appear to have relieved the difficulties there, and 
the new sewage disposal system at Blackshore has overcome the 
complaints of nuisance in that area, 


The year under review saw the introduction of the 
antipolio vaccine and whilst supplies of this have been very 
limited, some of those children in Southwold who qualified for 
this protective measure have received it. Immunisation against 
diphtheria and whooping cough is still, of course, as important

as ever, and facilities for receiving these injections are 
provided by the family doctors and at the clinic within the 
Borough, 


During the year, a new clinic was started in Reydon and 
some concern was at first felt by those at the Southwold clinic 
that their attendances would suffer. This has not proved to be 
So, both clinics continuing to be well supported. 

The year was comparatively free from infectious diseases 
particularly so with regard to measles. Whooping cough too, was 
almost non existent and comparison with the figures for previous 
years shows a marked fall, which may well be due to the influence 
of immunisation against this disease,

I have the honour to present this Annual Report on the Sanitary 
Administration of the Borough and the work done during the year 
1956. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


A wholesome and sufficient supply of water for all requirements 
has been maintained throughout the year by the Southwold Waterworks 
Company Limited. 


SEWERAGE AND DRAINAGE, 

The main sewerage scheme on the whole has worked satisfactorily. 
During the year, however,one serious case of flooding took place and 
steps have been taken to remedy this trouble, 


All drains are examined before being covered in and smoke or 
water tests applied where applicable. 


HOUSE REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL. 

House refuse collection is carried out by contract, and the 
present contractors Messrs. May Bros. have carried out their duties 
with every satisfaction. 


All house refuse is tipped and kept under control at our tip 
Situated near the Gasometer works. 


DANITARY INSPECTIONS DURING 1956 (including Dwellinghouses). 


During the year 197 premises were visited of which 135 were 
dwellinghouses and 62 various other premises. 


in the course of these inspections 95 defects or nuisances were 
found and 81 were abated. 
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To secure the abatement of these defects and nuisances 10 
informal notices were served upon the owners or agents concerned, 
in addition to personal interviews by the Public Health Inspector.
